instincts naturally. His dad is a 
member of Channel Two's production 
team who plays guitar as a hobby. His 
grandfather, too, plays several in- 
‘struments and has belonged to various 
musical groups, and his mother, a 
former teacher at a Chelmsford 
Junior High, sings.

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Minutemen. engage in

For most’ people, the rainy Fourth 
of July meant staying home with 
mothing to do, but not so the 
‘Wilmington Minutemen. 

First of all, there was a parade to 
mafth in. That was in Burlington, 
and the rain was no reason for them 
not to march. It hardly would do for 
them to give up because of a little 
rain. They loaded their-cannon on a 
trailer, trucked on over to Burlington, 
and marched 

After the parade, they attended to 
some unfinished business. 

That business had begun on Liberty 
Pole Day, in May. On that bright sun- 
ny Sunday afternoon, the Wilmington 
Minutemen hosted a half dozen other 
companies of Minutemen for their an- 
nual Liberty Pole ceremony at Rotary 
Park. As a part of the ceremony, they 
presented an apple barrel to the 
Woburn Minutemen, 

"Being very grateful for this, the 
Woburn Minutemen repaid their hosts 
in a truly generous manner. They 

{stole the Wilmington Minutemen’s 
cannon, a piece which had been 
assembled with no small effort on the 
part of the company. The cannon 
itself was bought with money from the 
Bicentennial Committee, and the 
accessories, were obtained ffom a 
variety of sources. 

It seems that during the Liberty 
Pole Day collation, a polite term for a 
beer party, the Woburn men took ad- 
vantage of their hosts’ celebrating, 
and spirited the cannon away, piece 
by piece. 

To have a deed such as Washington 
pulled on the British at Trenton 
perpetrated on them was enough to 
make the Wilmington faces pink, but 
there is more. The Wilmington 
Minutemen didn’t even miss the can- 
non. Two days later, someone from 
Woburn called, and asked if anything 
were missing. It was eventually 
returned 

So, with revenge in their hearts, the 
Wilmington Company of Minutemen 
set out for Woburn on the Fourth of 
July, the rainy Fourth

Stygles 
was having quite a laugh at those nuts 
from Wilmington, until someone 
pointed out that the boat they were 
launching was Stygles’, and the um- 
brella was that of his missus. 

White, in the meantime, thought 
that the scene was funny enough to be

captured for posterity, so he ventured 
forth with his camera. Seeing this, 
one of the Wilmington men visited the 
living room, and spirited away the ap- 
ple barrel, the one which they had 
given the Woburn Minutemen on 
Liberty Pole day 

Well, it almost worked. But White 
was, for reasons nobody would guess, 
a bit watchful of his guests, and it 
wasn't long before he noticed that his 
apple barrel was missing. A search of 
the vehicles in the neighborhood prov- 
ed fruitful, and the barrel wag retriev- 
ed. 

The only lasting accomplishment of 
the escapade was the naming of Leo's 
boat. The Wilmington Minutemen 
borrowed a tube of lipstick, and 
christened the boat the SS Baldwin 
Apple. Liking the name, Stygles said 
that he will have the name painted on 
permanently. 


Couple dies in blaze 


A Wilmington couple perished Fri- 
day in an early morning blaze which 
gutted their home at 9 South Street. 

Dead are Helen Chambers, 57, and 
her husband Richard Chambers, 55. 
Their bodies were discovered by 
firemen in a second-floor bedroom at 
the front of their home, located 
halfway between the bed and the win- 
dow. 

Officials say the cause of death was 
asphyxiation. 

Mrs. Chambers’ son, Charles 
Harris, 24, escaped the flames by 
jumping from the window of his 
second-floor bedroom located at the 
rear of the house. 

He was the only other family 
member living at home at the time. 

The first call for the fire was receiv- 
ed by the Wilmington Fire Dept. at 
12:59 a.m. When firemen arrived at 
the scene, moments later, they found 
the house fully engulfed in flames, 
with fire coming out the front door 
and the windows. 

According to Fire Chief Arthur 
Boudr@au, the fire started in the living 
room on the first floor and spread up- 
ward. 

Harris said that he and his parents 
had been asleep for an hour and a half 
when something, “I don't know 
what," woke him up. 

He Started to open the door to the 
hallway, he said, “‘but the fire started 
pouring right in, the smoke and the 
flames. 

“I heard my mother in the other 
room behind another door. I yelled to 
her to not go out of the room, to go out 
the window," Harris said, ‘Then I 
heard her yell to my stepfather to go 
out the window.” They_were the last 
words he heard his mother speak. 

When the smoke began to get to 
him, Harris jumped from his bedroom 
window, ran to a neighbor's home to 
call the fire department and then 
returned with a ladder to rescue his 
parents. 

““But the house was gone,” he said 

Harris is the youngest of four 
brothers. Besides himself they are 
Joseph Harris of Merrimack, N.H., 
Robert Harris of Billerica, and Carey 
and Charles Harris of Wilmington. 
Also" surviving the couple are the two 
children of Richard Chambers, Mrs. 
Lori D'Amico of Dracut and Richard 
L. Chambers of Winthrop.

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It is nearly 20 years since 
Harriman’s tannery was knocked 
down, to. make way for some more 
modern buildings. Where the tannery 
‘once stood is now the home of Dymo 
Graphics, and further south, off the 
now Waltham Street, Wilmington 
stood the ‘‘ponds"’ - the place where 
the spent materials from the tannery 
would be allowed to settle, before the 
waters in the pond were drained off 
into Lubbers Brook. 

The modern day conservationist 
might pertiaps. be outraged at the 
thought of the water from the settling 
ponds flowing into Lubbers Brook. 
Sixty odd years ago, when Caleb 
Harriman installed the system, 
everyone thought it was a pretty good 
idea 

‘Two principal ingredients went into 
the tanning of leather in those days. 
Tanning leather in the Colonial Days 
was the same as it was, say in 1915, 
except that more modern machinery 
was used 

In the Colonial Days cow hides were 
soaked in hen manure for a period of 
time. This took off all the hair, and 
left a Clean skin. This was the same 

process, basically, that was used by 
Caleb Harriman, in the days prior to 
World War ! 

When it came to the actual tanning, 
Caleb used the same idea that the 
Colonial tanners had - use plenty of 
‘oak bark, which is a good source of 
tannin 

It was in later years that Caleb, as 
did other tanners switched to a new 
process, which involved hydrogen sul- 
phide as a by-product. The odor from 
that material was a contributing fac- 
tor to the eventual closing of 
Harriman’s tannery, a& it was to 
many other tanneries in the area, 
such as the big Beggs and Cobb 
tannery in Winchester. 

Anyway, the manufactured product 
of Harriman's Tannery was tanned 
leather, which was used to manufac- 
ture shoes. In the days prior to World 
War I there was a tremendous market 
for tanned leather. 

Harriman took over the tannery 
about 1903, from his step father, Gene 
Perry, By 1915 he had something any 
industrialist could look at with pride - 
a growing plant, with nearly 100 
employees, and a growing demand for 
his product. 

‘The hen manure process was know+ 
ing as “‘retting,” if memory serves 
the writer correctly. After the hides 
had been cleaned there was the 
problem of getting rid of that mixture 
of manure and cow hair, with pieces 
of raw leather and other materials 
thrown in for good bargain. 

It was to get rid of that by-product 
that Caleb built the settling tanks. 
There was a total of seven, each about 
an acre in area, and connected with an 
intricate network of piping. The 
effluent of the retting process was 
known as ‘‘leather findings” and 
every day found one or more of the 
ponds filled with leather findings, in a 
liquid state. 

After the heavier materials had 
settled to the bottom, the water was 
run off into Lubbers Brook. Then the 
heavier materials, which were in a 
glutinous state, were cleaned out and 
hauled up to Caleb's farm. 

Caleb's farm was, of course, the old 
Blanchard estate, where Capt 
Cadwallader Ford.of the Wilmington 
Minutemen lived on Concord Day, and 
to which the unknown horseman who 
warned Wilmington and Tewksbury 
that the British were marching, rac- 
ed, during the night. 

‘There was a large field between the 
house and the railroad. Today that 
field is the site of many homes, on 
Barbara and Dorothy Avenue. 

The by-product of the retting 
process, the so-called leather fin- 
dings, was spread pn that field, year 
after year and plowed into the soil 
Caleb skipped around, and grew hay in 
some years on some part of that field. 
It became a good hayground. 

In fact, any organic gardener, to- 
day, would probably give his eye teeth 
for ‘a few wagon loads of that 
material 

After Caleb died, and after his es- 
tate was settled, a building developer, 
over 25 years ago, bought that field. 
He found the loam to be over five feet 
thick, in places: 

‘That Joam was all scraped up, and 
sold. The developer went broke, in 
the building and selling homes, which 
is another story, but he sold enough 
loam to make a fortune, of that there 
is no doubt. He got permission to sell 
17 tho.sand yards, and for several 
weeks he had bulldozers scraping up 
another 17 thousand yards of loam 
évery night, for the next day’s truck- 
ing, i ae 

Potatoes 
Caley's farm, which was 160 acres 
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The settling ponds at Harriman’s Tannery 


‘ 
in area, also included the land on 
which the North Intermediate School 
now stands. It was on this land that 
Caleb grew potatoés, with the aid of 
his help, the so-called North 
Wilmington Frenchmen. 

North Wilmington Frenchmen were 
from Nova Scotia,/and other people 
might call the French Canadian, but 
in North Wilmington, where many 
worked for Caleb in his tannery, they 
were known simply as Frenchmen 

There was quite a colony - people 
named Babine, Doucette, Durkee and 
Surrette, to name a few. Caleb got 
along well with them 

He needed more and more help, and 
he provided for those who came to 
work for him. Dr. Daniel Buzzell took 
care of the employees and their 
families. No employee ever paid a 
doctor's bill, for any case of child- 
birth. Caleb paid the bill 

Caleb provided the ground aid@he 
inspiration for a mass potato planting, 
in which everyone participated, and in 
which every family got all the 
potatoes they wanted, for their winter 
needs. 

Generally speaking the planting was 
in the field where the North School 
now stands. 

On Memorial Day all the North 
Wilmington Frenchmen would gather 
in the field, and plow and harrow, with 
Caleb providing the horses’ Before 
the day was finished several acres of 
potatoes had been planted. It was es- 
sentially a team-work effort. 

Those potatoes had to be hoed, a 
couple of times during the summer, 
and presumably that was a team ef- 
fort as well. 

Then, on Columbus Day, all the 
Frenchmen would assemble on that 
field and dig potatoes. 

Caleb provided the teams, and 
every man took for himself as, many 
barrels of potatoes as he thought he 
would need, for the winter. The 
Frenchmen were happy and so was 
Caleb. 

Muskrats 

‘There is one more tale to tell, while 
talking of the tannery and the settling 
ponds. That is the tale of the effect of 
that waste water upon the foliage of 
the meadow through which ran 
Lubbers Brook, and of the meadow 
below it - the One Hundred Acre 
Meadow, which starts approximately 
at Woburn Street.» 

‘The intricate pipe work, through the 
settling ponds, led to the brook, and 
every day several acre-feet of water 
would be discharged into Lubbers 
Brook. It was of course, no ordinary 
water -‘it was water rich in nitrogen, 
and other materials from the retting 
process. 

The grass beside the brook grew 
green and luxuriant. So, too, did the 
grass in The Hundred Acre Meadow. 

‘The muskrats and other wildlife - 
they were fat and saucy. 

‘The tale is told - it may possibly be 
fiction - that Talbot Sidelinker and a 
friend trapped muskrat, in Lubbers 
Brook, one winter shortly after World 
War I. They had a good haul. The fur 


Brook. 


on their rats, as they were called, was 
something to behold. 

Talbot and his friend, so the story 
goes, caught “several hundred, and 
skinned them and prepared the hides 
for market. Then they took the hides 
to a fur dealer in Everett. 

‘The going price at that time was 25 
cents. The fur dealer, however, was 
so impressed that he gave Talbot and 
his friend 50 cents. The money 
amounted to a small fortune for the 
two boys. 

Then the fur dealer sold the hides in 
the New York market, and eventually 
they became Hudson Seal coats, for 
the ladies to buy and wear. 

The story goes, in this case the lux- 
uriant fur began to fall out, and the 
owners of the fur coats went back to 
the stores for their money. 

The stores went back to the New 
York dealers, who in turn went back 
to the man in Everett. The man sued 
Talbot and his friend, claiming some 
kind of fraud. 

Maybe it didn't happen, but the 
story was in existance over 50 years 
ago, and the story ended with the note 
that the judge held that the Everett 
fur dealer had paid for the fur, and the 
two boys could not be held responsi- 
ble. 


The 
Whitefield Elm 


Every true son or daughter of 
Wilmington knows that the Town Seal, 
adopted on April 11, 1899, carries a 
picture of the Whitefield Elm 

The Rev. George Whitefield, emi- 
nent English divine, and Methodist 
missionary was reputed to have 
preached beneath that tree sometime 
in the early 1740's. Reportedly too, it 
was beneath another elm tree, on the 
opposite side of Middlesex Avenue 
and nearer to the center of the town. 

The tree was still alive when the 
town seal was adopted in 1899, but it 
died a few years later, 300 or more 
years old. When it was cut down 
Peter McMahon, a butcher who lived 
nearby, took a section of the tree for a 
butcher block. Reportedly that sec- 
tion still exists, somewhere in 
Connecticut. It was about seven feet 
in diameter. * + 

The Wilmington Womens’ Club, cir- 
ca 1907, paid for/a monument and a 
brass plaque, to mark the site of the 
tree. The brass plaque was stolen, 
about 1949, and the granite monument 
disappeared when the foundation was 
poured for the building which is now 
known as Dinette World. The tree 
stood,in the corner of that lot, beside 
the sidewalk, and close to the right-of- 
way between that building and Dymo 
Graphics. 

‘The story of the Town) Seal is 
noteworthy in any story about 
Harriman’s tannery, because, in the 
background of the seal is a picture of 
the tannery as it existed in 1899, at the 
time the seal was adopted 
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The Cadwallader Ford House, once the home of Caleb Harriman: 


The homes of Caleb Harriman 


For nearly forty years Caleb 
Harriman lived in the Cadwallader 
Ford house, in NortPWilmington, now 
the home of John Brooks. It is one of 
the more historic homes in 
Wilmington 

There is reason to believe, but no 
ready proof, that Cadwallader Ford 
was an attorney. In 1716 he was engag- 
ed in litigation in the Middlesex 
Courts about the 160 acres, with the E. 
Stone heirs. It was here he built his 
home in 1720, now the home of Mr. 
Brooks. 

Cadwallader is a name of probable 
Welsh derivation. Ford is probably 
Irish in origin. Cadwallader came 
from Londonderry, in Northern 
Ireland, and according to the Rev. Mr. 
Noyes, writing in-1880, suffered ‘many 
viscititudes’ in his early life. 
Cadwallader’s son, Capt. Cadwallader 
Ford, the Wilmington 
Minute Men on Concord Day, at Con- 
cord. 

It was to this house that a rider 
came, before the alatimy'to warn that 
the British were marching. From this 
house he Went on to Tewksbury, to the 
home of Capt. Trull. The’ Tewksbury 
Town Seal shows this unknown per- 
son, on his horse, alarming the coun- 
tryside, on Concord Day 

Caleb acquired the house about 1910, 
or perhaps a little earlier, from the 
‘Widow Blanchard Estate’. It is worth 
noting that the Blanchard family, who 
were in Wilmington in pre- 


Revolutionary days (a Blanchard was 
Sergeant of the Minute Men) Had an 
affinity for planting pine tre¢s. The 


pines beside the Congregational 
Church were planted by men of the 
Blanchard family. They also planted 


pines along Salem Street, some of 
which still exist. 

Caleb set about enlarging the old 
homestead. In back he added another 
building, about the same size as the 
original, and he had a cellar dug out, 
with Herbert Barrows to put ina new 
foundation. That foundation, under 
the old home, with cut granite blocks, 
is one of the more imposing cellars in 
Wilmington today. 

‘The digging of, the cellar was by 


employees of Caleb. Probably they. ° 
were tannery people. Herb warned., 
Caleb to be careful, when digging « 
around the chimney, for it could fall’ 
into the cellar. Caleb seemed to feel it 
would not happen, but it did. The 
chimney had to be rebuilt. 

Caleb and Lucy Harriman lived in 
the house to the day of their respec- 
tive deaths, Death, when it came, 
came to Caleb Harriman in the west 
sun-room of the house. 


‘The house now numbered 430 Middié¥ex Avenue was the home of Caleb and Lucy 
Harriman, when he first took over the tannery. They lived here until they moved 
to the Cadwallader Ford or “Widow Blanchard" House. 


‘The C. S, Harriman & Son tannery, as it appeared in 1915, from a drawing made at that 
time. The settling ponds are to the right, and beyond was a private road, at about the present

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Why do the playgrounds in 
Wilmington remain in such poor con- 
dition? 

The Town has two baseball fields 
that are not playable; the North - 
where sun shines directly in the 
batters’ eyes in the afternoon and at 
twilight. (relocate backstop).

A few weeks ago, I observed activi- 
ty at the High School: four senior 
league teams playing; one senior 
league practicing, and three girls’ 
teams practicing. On the common 
two mens’ adult softball teams and 
two girls’ softball teams (plus some 
frisbee players); behind the Swain - 
one boys’ baseball team. The place 
was overcrowded. This crowding in- 
dicates that the fields in town are not 
being utilized properly because they 
are in such poor shape. As observed, 
the Little League girls and farm 
league boys play in terrifying 
situations; this situation should not 
have been allowed to happen. 

‘Another observation- a bad hump at 
the High School thirdbase caused balls 
to take dangerous hops: one boy 
struck in groin, one boy struck in face. 
‘An Irate father shoveled the hump 
out, but the hump and lip should.have 
been wet-rolled out in the spring. 

The above questions and obser- 
vations give cause to wonder why we 
have such bad fields when, in fact, 
they should all be puff-powdered-and 
shaved each week as is the Town Park 
nightly. Recently, I have had the 
pleasure to sit in on two sports ban- 
quets where praise and glory were 
heaped upon the athletic talent and 
winning teams that are produced in 
Wilmington. That spirit must be pick- 
ed up in the trenches,

The media

In the wake of the recent Jim Rice 
quote-non-quote it is interesting to 
note just how many media marvels 
are still in the hunt-Tor the 
cooperative professional athlete. 

Fortunately many pros have caught 
on to the fact that a certain amount of 
cooperation with the press goes a long 
way toward spreading the word about 
the team and its stars around the 
country - and the.world. 

Unfortunately Jim Rice and many 
other high priced athletic talents 
haven't caught on just yet. Rice is 
known for being rude and un- 
cooperative and this only serves to put 
a crimp in his relationship with the 
press - and ultimately the fans who 
pay the freight. 

I doubt that Rice's charge of the 
Red Sox as being a racist organization 
will have much of an effect on the fans 
unless he hits .200 for the remainder 
of the season with two home runs and 
four runs batted in as the Red Sox 
blow the pennant in the month of 
September. Fans have a tendency to 
overlook what they read if the guy 
still performs as expected. Let the 
big guy fail in his efforts to lead 
Boston to a title and people will be 
rustling through the memory book 
that is filled with good and bad clip- 
pings supplied by - that’s right - the 
press. 

Now, I'm not saying that 
newspapermen don’t make mistakes 
because often times they do, but what 
I fail to understand is why would Sport 
magazine quotes print attributed to 
Rice if he didn’t actually say what 
was reported? You can say that they 
were looking for a hot item to sell to 
the public or that the Sox star was 
misquoted. I have serious doubts con- 
cerning both those counts however, 
since Sport has a policy of the athletic 
initialing each page of a particular 
manuscript. Whatever the problem 
with Sport was, Rice as a young 
professional athlete has found himself 
caught in the middle, and he isn't 
handling it particularly well 

He hasn't ‘really learned what to 

make of the press since his rookie 
season when Fred Lynn won all the 
accolades and Rice was labeled the 
raw slugger with a lot to learn both at 
theplate and in the field. What he 
must know by now is that the press 
has a job to do and without them the 
public has absolutely no way of know- 
ing if Rice is a self-righteous boor or a 
man: who goes about his job in a 
professional manner. The paying 
public has a right to know everything 
about a professional athlete from the 
first pitch until he has showered and 
dressed before making the trek home 
to enjoy thie privacy that should not be 
broken without the athlete's total 
cooperation. 

‘The pro who cooperates will find the 
going much easier. All we ask is that 

they be honest so we can give the fan 
some insight into just what is going 
on. People find the life of professional 
, athletes larger than life. It is often

the press’ job to either maintain that 
feeling or cut into it at the proper mo- 
ment. 

Rice will learn. It’s just that I have 
trouble believing a word that he says 
at the moment - and for politicians 
and some professional athletes that is 
a flaw that can prove fatal if perfor- 
mance suffers along the way.

“And what 
did you have for breakfast this mor- 
ning,Bob Bailey? ““By the way wasn't 
that you I saw in the Elliot Lounge 
last night?” 

Agents, agents everywhere 

Professional athletes are 
‘represented by agents these days and 
one of the most well known represen- 
tatives is Mark McCormack who 
recently made an appearance on the 
“Tomorrow” program with host Ton 
Snyder. 

McCormack has represented such 
sports stars as Bjorn Borg, Jack 
Nicklaus, Fran Tarkenton and Arnold 
Palmer who is still one of McCor- 
mack’s “‘heavyweight"’ clients, 

Snyder called McCormack 
“possibly the most powerful man in 
sports today,” and he is probably dead 
right because it is the lawyers, agents 
and corporations that run sports today 
- turning what once was a game into 
big business often times run as a 
break-even proposition. 

McCormack and his Cleveland bas- 
ed operation deals with “total career 
management”,that involves telling 
the client “where to play and what 
countries to play in.” 

Mark likes to see “the person who's 
playing the best win,"’ win because to 
win a big contest is important com- 
mercially. He was a major force in 
putting together TV’s “Junk Sports” 
designed to get’ the world’s best 
athletes into the heat of battle for a 
whopping cash prize after drawing a 
big chunk of the public into buying the 
events. such as ‘‘Superstars,”’ 
“Dynamic Duos” and "Us Against the 
World.’’ So what if the sporting event 
isn’t #8 time honored as the World 
Series or the Masters Golf Tourna- 
ment. McCormack is a promoter in 
the true sense of the word. He knows 
his business and most importantly he 
knows what his clients and what the 
public will watch.~ which is almost 
anything that occupies sporting time 
on the tube throughout Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons. 

McCormack is currently trying to 
put together an NHL hockey package 
with a “healthy degree of violence” 
Why? “Because that’s what people 
want to see,” says Mark. 

‘The lawyer-agent was there when 
the pro sports market skyrocketed 
salary-wise several seasons ago. He 
agrees that it all has to come back to 
reality in the near future or a number 
of pro teams will bite. the financial 
dust. ‘AS soon as TV receipts and 
gate monies go down and they can't 
pay the athletes, the ticket prices will 
be raised and people won't come to 


the games - then it will settle back _ 


down,” concludes McCormack. 

But he doesn't sée sports collapsing 
completely however. ‘The owners 
took advantage, but now it has swung 
with the players making unrealistic 
requests. I still think the idea of supp- 
ly and demand |will work," says 
McCormack. 

‘The ‘Sports Boom’’ has clicked in 
the direction of McCormack and his 
clients and it all began 15 years ago 
when he signed up Palmer, Micklaus 
and Gary Player. Nicklaus and 
Player have since become ‘‘their own 
men,” -but McCormack still. guides 
Patmer. through strings of business 
deals, product endorsements and 
public appearances that keep Arnie 
busy when he isn’t struggling to stay 
with the middle of the pack in some 
tournament. 

When golf took off on TV in the mid- 
sixties McCormack and Palmer were 
there to begin gathering the financial 
fruits. “TV creates personalities just 
as movies did in the 30's and 40's’ 
smiles McCormack. 

He has every right to crack a smile 
because Palmer has his name on 
everything from the most popular 
men’s sportswear in Sweden and 
Japan to insurance, country clubs, car 
companies, golf equipment - the list 
goes on down the financially rewar- 
ding line. 

McCormack was involved in the 
creation of all of them when the pot of 
gold came to fruitation for Palmer 
after his first win in the Masters Tour- 
nament. 

He asks his clients to live by a pair 
of simple rules. They should stay 
away from any activity (or at least 
don’t let the media hear about it) that 
will be a bad influence on youngsters 
and should stay away from bad 
products. ‘Advertising skill plays 
big part and the product that an 
athlete lends his name or likeness to 
must be believable,” says McCor- 
mack. It also helps to be talented. I 
don't see many ad-men beating down 
the door of the Red Sox clubhouse to 
get to Frank Duffy. 


Scout for scalpers 

Where there is an important spor- 
ting event- there is the last resort for 
a decent - if sometimes flawed seat. 
The person who has no qualms about 
selling an obstructed view seat at a 
sporting event is the ever-friendly 
ticket scalper - who stands to take ina 
bundle if he has purchased seats for 
the “’big event’’ well in advance of the 
real fans who must now, A - stand in 
line for the day waiting for the last 
bleacher seat to be gobbled up. B - go 
home and settle down in front of the 
tube if the home blackout is lifted 
thanks to a sellout; or C - look for the 
neighborhood scalper who more often 
than. not is some kid in torn jeans 
rather than the man in the Gucci 
loafers and the pearl-handled walking 
stick. 

Ticket scalping is against the law 
‘and of course against team policies, 
Arrests are few and far between 


however. Bo West (that isn’t his real 
name) has been scalping since he was 
12. He once made over $500,000 scalp- 
ing for a Dave Clark Five concert in 
the mid-sixties. He now works out of 
Los Angeles, handling the sporting and 
concert crowd when ‘‘legal’’ 
purchases to the ‘big event’’ become 
scarce. 

“West” and his scalping cohorts all 
across the country are utilizing the 
supply and demand game enroute to 
big profit - sometimes as much as $3,- 
000 on an exceptional week. West has 
seen a scalper make as much as $5,000 
for two hours ‘“‘work"’ before one con- 
cert. 

What makes the scalpers’ job so 
profitable according to West is the 
policy: of ticket agencies and the 
teams themselves. Some agencies in 
the area where West works have even 
fronted him cash for a ‘big buy.” 

“Computer agencies never have 
good seats," says West. ‘They're 
garbage. The house (the team or con- 
cert hall) always holds back many 
good seats for promoters, etc.,"’ con- 
cludes the scalping vet. 

‘The recent Red Sox - Yankees series 
was a scalper's dream . Although a 
few were arrested outside Fenway 
Park, many others were openly 
bartering box seats and grandstand 
ducats for as high as $200 apiece. 

At important Celtics games that I 
have attended the number of scalpers 
hawking sometimes outnumbered the 
prospective buyers. When that 
happens the scalping competition 
becomes heated with the scalpers’ 
greatest fear coming into play - the 
fear of having to ‘‘eat’’ a few of the 
tickets. When that particular noose 
tightens the buyer takes the advan- 
tage with the possibility that he can 
pry a ticket from a scalper for under- 
sometimes half-the original price. 

‘The best method is of course to buy 
your tickets well in advance of any 
event. That's easier said than done 
however when the event is a Red Sox- 
Yankees game, a Celtics-Knicks war, 
a Bruins-Canadiens showdown, or 
when the Led Zeppelin rowdies hear 
that a concert is in the offing. 

The buyer runs the risk of walking 
into a duplicate ticket or a ticket that 
just isn't the real thing. How does the 
average fan avoid such a dilemma? 
Sleep overnight in a parking lot 
somewhere or be willing to sit behind 
an oily black pole. It’s that simple.

All it takes is the price of a stamp. 
As members .of the International 

Friendship League, an organization 

that links correspondents from all 

over the world, they are learning 
about people in other countries and 
sharing ideas about their own 

English is the common language of 
League pen pals, even though the 
League, which has been in operation 
since 1948, has correspondents in 110 
countries. 

Cynthia Rinker, 11, of 102 Woburn 
Street in Wilmington, has been 
writing to a girl in New Zealand for 
almost a year. A school chum told her 
about the League, she said, and she

Her pen pal, Desna, is 12 years old. 
Cynthia says they write “a lot about 
school, a lot about the weather, and 
what we are doing.” 

Desna, she says, is most interested 
in games and sports played in the U.S. 

Cynthia's Ll-year-vld friend Janet 
Beniati, of 21 Oakridge Cirele, also 
corresponds with a pen pal in New 
Zealand, and before tHiat she wrote to 
one in Germany. z 

Lynne Wilwerth, 13, who lives at 9 
Grant Street in Wilmington, has 
several pen pals, but the three she 
writes to most regularly, she says, 
are Kathleen McAnny from Ireland, 
Amelia Monroe from Spain and Tove 
Skalle from Norway. 

Schoolwork seemed to be a subject 
which frequently came up in cor- 
respondence. Lynne was particularly 
impressed withthe number of exams 
her pen pals had to take. 

“They have to study more than 
Americans do,"" she said.

“It's as if I were writing to a friend 
tere," she said “We've become that 
close. 

Paula writes to Leigh Ghagan of 
Wimbledon, England and Claudia 
Glass in Germany. Her favorite, 
however, she says, is Ann Ferguson 
who lives in Belfast, Ireland. 

Writing to “someone in a torn-up 
city like Belfast,"” she says, has open- 
ed her eyes to the realities of living in 
the United States. ‘People complain 
about the States and the high taxes,” 
she said, but ‘people in the States 
have it made. 

Her friend, Ann, she says, is unable 
to go out even to a disco because of the 
unrest in her city and mostly stays 
home 

Paula’s English “‘pen'friend,”’ 
Leigh, has been helping her with one 
of her favorite avocations, genealogy 
Paula spent a week with her in 
England recently and at that same 
time met two of her own cousins in 
London she had never seen before.
